Robberies are occurring night and day 
in all parts of St. Louis. The city is at 
the mercy of sneak thieves, who are not 
confining-their operations to any partic- 
ular section. Wheever there is an ar- 
ticle, however small, which can be 
stolen, eager hands reach forth to 
lift it.

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Thieves who pose as peddlers usually 
travel in pairs.. They often have a horse 
and wagon and their pretext is that 
they are selling butter, cheese or eggs. 
in broad daylight they go up and down 
a block ringing doorbells.. When there 
is no answer to their rings they are 
reasonably sure that nobody is at home, 
but they take no chances. 

Carry Loot Out Openly. 

Lhey go to the next door neigi.bor 
and ask if the lady, whose be!l they rang, 
is out. If she is, her apartments be- 
come an easy mark. While one of the 
theves stands at the curb to wateh 
for the approach of a policeman, 
other crawls through a basement win- 
dow or opens tdie kitchen door with the 
deft turn of a skeleton key. A few 
minutes later the thieves are on their 
way, with the loot hidden tn the wagon. 

Thieves of this character stole a rug 
from the varlor floor of a South Side 
residence a few days ago. In this they 
took little risk.

Among the criminals now working in 
St. Louis there is a particularly mean 
Class of street thieves, the kind that 
will take candy from a baby or loot 
a penny~slot machine. 

During the week a woman took her 
to a doctor's office, leaving 
Hef! BOcart on the sidewalk. One of 
these sneaks boldly walked up and 
trundled the buggy down the street in 
full view of many passers by: None of 
them dreamed that ne was not its own- 
er. They reasoned, if they thought of 
it at all, that nobody but a father would 
push «2 baby carrisge if he didn’t have 


to. 


Dismissals Thin Force. 
This belief in the obvious is the sneak 
thief’s greatest safeguard. People argue 
that a man will not steal openly. When 





they see a person calmly walking down 
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but not so often. According to the 
heads of the department, it is not ineffi- 
ciency, but lack of numbers which pre- 
vents the police from capturing ‘the 
many thieves now harassing the people 
of St. Louis. 

It is pointed out that wholesale dis- 
missals from the force by the Police 
Board has so depleted the department 











that there are not enough patrolmen to 
properly guard the city. 

Nominally, the police force of St. 
Louis numbers 1100 men, but it has been 


| 80 depleted that the roster now contains 


only 900 names, including those of the 
Officers. Half of these men work during 
the day and the other half at night, so 
that at any one time there are only 450 
men to look after the safety of the 62 
square miles within the city limits. Sev- 
eral policemen walk beats which cover 
nearly 100 city blocks. 

The extent to which the sneak thieves 
are taking advantage of this is shown 
by some recent crimes.

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DIME NOVEL GANG 
OBBERS BUSY 


Two of the Boys Under Arrest 
Confess Crimes of Sev- 
eral Months.

PHOENIXVILLE, Pa., April 7.—With 
the arrest of two Kimberton boys, 
charged with robbing freight cars at 
Pottstown, it has been discovered that 
an organized gang of boys, of which the 
prisoners are said to be the ringleaders, 
have been terrorizing their home vil- 
lage for several months past. 
Luther Free and William Finken- 
binder, aged about 16 years, are the 





youngsters arrested. They confessed to 
breaking into freight cars at Pottstown, 
and were taken to the Norristown Jail, 
frorn which the latter has obtained his 
release on bail. 

The gang, which is said to have about 
20 members, according to the township 
authorities, is the result of much dime 
novel reading and cigarette smoking. 
Since before Christmas petty thieving 
has been common in Kimberton, and 
much property has been destroyed.

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ANARCHIST LEAVES 
PRISON A STUDENT 


Berkmann Learns Eight Lan- 
guages During Fifteen- 
Year Term. 


PITTSBURG, April 7.—When Alexan- 
der Berkmann leaves the Allegheny 
Countv Prison May i8, after having 
served 15 years for an attempt to kill 
Henry C. Frick, the coke and steel mag- 
hate. he will be able to converse flu- 
enly in eight languages. 

Years behind prison bars have cos 
verted him from an avowed anarchis 
to a student and philosopher. 

Many persons have forgotten’ both 
Berkmann and his crime, yet they star- 
tled the nation during the days of the 
great Homestead strike of 1892. Frick 
was one of the managers of the steel 
industry when it grappled in the gi- 
gantic struggle with its workmen. 
Berkmann was so radical at the other 
end of the scale that he was classed 
as a leading anarchist. 

During the excitement of the indus- 
trial controversy Berkmann found his 
way into the Pittsburg offices, reached 
the magnate’s presence and shot him 
twice. Then the assailant attempted 
to complete his work with a dagger. 

Overpowered before he could accom- 
plish his full porpose, Berkmann was 
given a 15-year term in the Penitentiary. 
This was supplemented by a one-year 
term in the Allegheny County Work- 
house for carrying concealed deadly 
weapons.

If the Conried company proves to me this week that I should 
have welcomed them in glowing verse—why, so much the better for the 
Conried company, for St. Louis opera lovers and for me. 

But I’m from Missouri now and shall wait to be shown. 

Tho diseouraging feature of being by nature an optimist is that it so 
often leads one to become later a pessimist. I was induced to believe that 
the Savage singers this year were very high-class, indeed, that the company 
was far above its accustomed average, that all the operas included in its St. 
Louis repertory received productions of the most satisfying character, 
an@ that the great novelty of the engagement, “The Valkyrie,” was pre- 
sented in a really masterful manner, great in its cast, complete in its scenic 
equipment, a worthy offerfng of Wagner's most stately and impressive 
work. Did you see it? If you did, I ask you in all honesty if you don't 
agree with what .I said about it on the day following its first St. Louis per- 
formance. I give you my word, it has been years since I was so grievously 
disappointed. 

And “Tannhauser” let us all down hard, too. 

The operas of another school, “Rigoletto” and “La Boheme” and “Faust” 
were done better, and welcome indeed was the change, very much in the 
nature of April sunshine following March frost. The people who had heard 
the Minnesingers of Sunday night and the gods, heroes and wish-maidens 
of Monday night—ah, how thankful they seemed-for the Verdi strains of 
the third evening of the Savage engagement! The musical version of the 
pathetic story of the embittered court jester, which Willard had given to 
us in its straight dramatic form only the week before, doesn’t make such 
a ‘demand upon singers as is created by Wagner’s tremendous conceptions 
and the average operatic organization can gat along very nicely with it, 
this being also true of “La Boheme” and “Faust,” wherefore the middle 
and close of last week were much more enjoyable than the beginning. 
Even “Lohengrin” of Friday night was an improvement on the first two 
performances, which goes to show that the Savage company put its worst, 
instead of its best, foot foremost in St. Louis. 

But there’s no use crying over spilt milk.

Willfully Deserts Wife,’’ 
He Says. 





ACTRESS Is KILLED 
Man Had Followed Her After 
She Deserted Hus- 
band, 


LODGING HOUSE TRAGEDY 





When Woman Became Tired of 
Game, Victim Shot 
Her. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PORTLAND, Ore., April 7.—‘I killed 
the woman because she broke up my 
family,’’ said George Blodgett when 
summoned before the Police Judge. 
Biodgétt shot and killed ‘‘Alice Gordon” 
in the Van Noy lodging house. 

“Take him away and lock him up. I 
do not care to hear such nonsense from 
a man who willfully deserted his wife 
and two children for a womon like Alice 
Gordon,” said the magistrate. 

Chief Gritzmacher has information that 
Blodgett has a wife and two deserted 
children living in Kalispell, Mont., where 
the murderer was at one time employed 
as a bartender; that the man met the 
murdered woman in Spokane about a 





*. year ago; that her name is:Mrs. Alice 


Milligan, and that she was married in 
Fargo, N. D. She became a variety ac- 
tress when she deserted her husband. 

“IT have no patience with a fellow of 
Blodgett’s stripe, who will come be- 
fore me and sob out that the women 
he killed ruined his family,” said the 
Chief. “I would like to ask how a 
woman can break up a man's home if 
he is not the principal party to the 
compact.” 

Developments prove that Blodgett 
had been following the woman about 
the coast country for a year. When- 
ever she ‘appeared in the theaters he 
would seek a job in a saloon. 

Blodgett had money and spent it 
freely when in Portland six weeks 
ago. He returned two weeks ago and 
said to several chance acquaintances 
that he was lookimg for employment. 
He was a constant attendant at Bla- 
zier’s Second and Burnside Street Mu- 
sic Hall, and would wait until the 1 
o'clock closing hour that he might es- 
cort Alice Gordon to her room at the 
Van Noy House. Blodgett lived at the 
same house. He seemed infatuated 
with the actress, and despite the 
warnings of Mrs. N. L. Slocum, the 
landlady, that the woman was only 
working him, he continued his atten- 
tions, 

After he retirned to Jail, Blodgett, 
made this statement: 

“You can hang me or send me up for 
life. I do. not care what you do with 
me. I killed Alice. 1] killed. her be- 

cause she ruined my home. She infat- 
aahod me, and when my money was 
gone, she threw me down. I met her in 
a dance hall at Kalispell, Mont., and at 
the time 1 was conducting a saloon at 
the Columbia Falls cutoff. We lived to- 
os ether for many years, and at one place 

6 conducted a lodging-house together. 
There are men in this town who boarded 
at our house. She told me, she cared 
only for -me and I.was not to let her 
husband have any of her property if I 
was present when she died.’

HE KILLS SLAVE 








Man With Bullet in Heart 
Shoots Negro Three Times 
in the Head. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NATCHEZ, Miss., April 7.—With a 
bullet through his heart, Harry Beard, 
aged 2) yeurs, manager for his mother 
on her Concordia Parish, La., planta- 
tion, walked °5 yards and fired five 
shots from nis revolver, three taking 
effect in his assassin’s head and a fourth 
passing through the negros hat. This 
happened in Vidalia, La., across the 
river from this city. 

The assassin was Ed King, aged 28 
years, who with a companion lay in 
wait, for young Beard, with whom he 
had a difficulty two years ago. At that 
time the negro was working in the 
Beard plantation. 

King fired two shots at young Beard 
at that time ane then left for Texas, 
going to Beaumont, where he engaged 


in railroading, ana a short time ago lost 
his leg in a railroad accident. The 
company gave him $200 and he returned 
to Vidalia. In company with a negro 
named Davis, King got drunk and 
threatened to make trouble. Beard was 
warned and ‘vas accompanied by his 
brother Charles, but the negro caught 
him off his guard. 

After the double tragedy King’s com- 
panion disappeared. A posse found him 
next day at iis home, 10 miles below 
Vidalia, and took him back to that 
place. where he was lodged in Jail. He

LONDON, April 7.--Queen Alexandra 
has condemned the wearing of osprey 
plumes, 


The following characteristically hu- 


mane letter which she caused to be sent 
to the Royal Society for the Protection 
of Birds, through ies president 
Duchess of Portland, was read at 
annual meeting of 
Morley Hall: 

“The Queen desires me to Say, in abe 
swer to your letter, that she gives. you, 
as president, full permission to use her 
name in any way you think best to con- 
duce to the protection of birds. You 
know well how kind and humane the 
Queen is to all living creatures, and 
am desired to add that Her Majesty 
never wears osprey feathers herself, and 
will certainly do all in her power to 
discourage the cruelty practiced on these 
beautiful birds.,”’ 

In view of this sympathy and. support 
from the Queen the society intends to 
appeal forthwith to all British subjeets 
to help in carrying out Her Majesty's 
wish.

SPEAKS FROM THE DOCK

PHILADELPHIA, April e7.—“I ask 
your honor to temper justice with mer- 
cy, so that when I come out of prison 
I may find my poor old mother still 
alive, and can redeem myself in the 
eyes of my fellow men and be a com- 
fort to my mother's declining years, 
and be with her when she dies.”’ 

These words, spoken by Patrick Shea, 
self-confessed burglar and ex-police- 
man, electrified everybody in Quarter 
Sessions Court No. 1—Judge, court 4at- 
taches and spectators—and won for the 
Friday night robber, who had spread 
terror over Germantown, the sympathy 
of Judge Willson, for which he pleaded. 

Standing in the dock, with tears 
streaming down his face, Shea made one 
of the most dramatic scenes ever wit- 
nessed in the local courts. He had 
asked the Judge to be allowed to say 
a few words before the passing of sen> 
tence, and when he pictured the lone- 
liness of his old mother during the 
years he must spend in prison and 
showed by his outpouring, his deep love 
for his parent every heart softened to- 
ward him—especially that of 
om.the beneh, who had it in his. power 
towend the eloquent burglar to prison 
for over. eight score years. 

_ Possible Sentence 160 Years. 


Vehene he had finished his appeal for 
mrercy the Judge publicly proclaimed it 
a strong one, and at the end of a short 
ad@fress to the prisoner, said: ‘I sen- 
tence you to eight years in the County 
Prigon.’’ It had been expected that the 
term would be 15 years at least.

ly @rawn. Had Judge Willson felt called 
upon to impose the full HNmit of penalty 
fot Shea’s crimes, he could have made 
ihe sentence 160 years, the prisoner 
having pleaded guilty to 16 indictments, 
the maximum penalty on each count be- 
ing 10 years.

Secretary Wilson Tilson Explains How 
National Agricultural Calam- 
ities Are Avoided. 





FARMERS ARE STUDENTS 





Growers Are Quickly Taking 
Advantage of Specially 
Adapted Seeds. 





By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—There need 
be no more crop failures, in the opin- 
ion of the Secretary of Agriculture. In 
fact, Mr. Wilson confidently asserts 
that there will be none, and he Knows 
more about such matters than any other 

‘man in the country. 

In this prediction the Secretary does 
not take into account great calamities 
such as floods or a wide area of freezing 
weather in July, but early and late 
frosts, drouth and prolonged rainy sea- 
sons, torrid heat and lack of sunshine, 
grasshoppers, rust and other pests and 
diseases are considered by him as con- 
ditions which the farmer may guard 
against and thus insure regular crops. 

“There. have been materia! improve- 
ments ‘in agriculture during the present 
decade,’ said Scretary Wilson. “Impor- 
tant improvements hawe been made in 
agricultural machinery which are of 
Breat advantage to the farmers. The 
Department of Agriculture has, by ex- 
periments, demonstrated what it is pos- 
sible to do in preparing for climatic 
fluctuations in heat and moisture and 
has made a etudy of the soils. It 1s 
not only possible, but it is the general 
rule nowadays for the farmers to study 
the soil he has to work, and intelligently 
select the crops best adapted. 

What the Department Has Done. 


‘In 1910 the production per acre will 
be twice as great as it was in 1900. This 
increase will be due entirely to the ad- 
vance which the farmers are making in 
the direction of selection and methods. 


The accomplishment of the department 
in its work among the farmers in bring- 
ing ubout this result is of. sufficient im- 
portance to warrant all the appropria- 
tlons that have been made during the 
last six years for its maintenance, but 
the work of the department has not 
eer with increased acreage produc- 
jon. 

“Agents have been at werk all over 
the world searching for crops best 
adapted to conditions existing in various 
sections of our wide expanse of terri- 
tory. They have brought us crops which 
blossom in the deserts, and now in the 
arid tracts in parts of the West crops 
are being produced where it was thought 
only rattlesnakes and lizards could 
thrive. 

“When I say there will be no more 
crop failures I do not mean that every 
seed each farmer plants will thrive and 
produce,”’ continued the Secretary. ‘‘We 
may, however, safely count upon suf- 
ficient crops to supply our own needs 
and leave a surplus for export. 


Farmer a Student. 


“The farmers nowadays gs about 


their work with soo! deliberation and 
knowledge of what they. can accomplish. 
They select the seeds of the crops which 
they know will produce the best results 
pon the soil to be cultivated. Certain 
varieties of corn and wheat, for in- 
stange; require more heat and moisture 
tham others. Where the growing sea- 
sons are usually dry and hot the farmer 
will not plant the corn which the farmer 
where more’moisture is to be, expected 
would use. 

‘‘Farming is fast becoming reduced to 

a-science, if it may not be said that it 
has reached that stage already. Scien- 
tific methods now widely prevail. Deep 
plowing, soil investigation, seed selec- 
tion, improved machinery all combine 
to assure the farmers at harvest time 
of a fair reward for their toil and out- 
lay. They have entrenched themselves 
to such an extent that dispatches in the 
newspapers of variations in normal cli- 
matic. conditions during crop seasons 
will not cause the apprehension of crop 
failures as in years gone by. There 
may, and probably will, be poor crops 
in certain counties, and I wi not say 
that the crops this year will be as large 
as last year, but I repeat we will not 
have what can be called crop failures.”’

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Missouri Executive Pardons William Gilson, Laborer, Who Was 
Sent to Jail for Two Years by Stern Squire Because 
He Killed a Few Minnows With Dynamite 


In midsummer of ihe year 1095, 
William Gilson, a frugal and indus- 
trious citizen of Jefferson County, 
Mo., was arrested at his home for vio- 
lation of the Missouri game law, with 
the result that he was sent to the 
county jail oun a penalty, including the 
fine and expense of prosecution, 
which would have kept him locked 
up two vears. Recently on the peti- 
tion of residents of Jefferson County, 
whe recognized the injustiee of the 
punishment, Goy. Folk pardoned the 
offender, 

The people of Jefferzon County are 
of the opinion that Gilson was in 
reality a victim of the game law, 
rather than a violator who deserved 
exemplary punishment. He is

A passer-by saw it and a2 constable 
descended upon the luckless quarry- 
man, finding the fish and unused dy- 
namite in his possession. Gilson freely 
admitted his offense and the justice 
imposed the limit of punishment. 

He had no friends to intercede and 
no money for-attorneys. 
no defense, ‘_He was guilty and left it 
to the officers, They acted with legal 
severity. 

So Gilson went to jail and his wife 
and little ones did as best they could. 
Winter camé and Gilson was still in the 
County Jail, with no prospects of get- 
ting out. He knew nothing of petitions 
or pardons and was awed by the law. 
He was treated well, had good food and 
clothing and comfortable sleeping quar- 
ters—better than his wife and children 
and more food.

intervened. 

While the county authorities thought 
the punishment was extraordinarly 5¢€- 
vere, that phase of the matter was not 
taken up in the petition, as the action 
of the magistrate on the fine was clear- 
ly within the statute. 

It was the first case of record wherein 
a petty offender against the game, law 
stood for a penalty of confinement two 
years in Jail.

That, as they said, was to 
be expected. 

Indeed, I have found it true of all hu- 
man nature in my wanderings that it 
clings to no other possession so tena- 
ciously as to its particular belief, if an 
attempt be made to tear it away. Nor, 
paradoxical as it may appear, does hu- 
man nature seemingly value anything 
more lightly than this same belief, when 
it is left undisturbed.

NEW MEMBERS ACTIVE 





Cast Aside Traditions Which 
Held Them to Silence 
First Session. 


MANY MAKE SPEECHES 








No Time for Other Work, and 
This Is Argument for 
Allowance. 


“LONDON, April 7.—London is looking 
with entonletiianeis at the transformation 
of the House of Commons since the en- 
trance of the new members, who display 
an unusual desire for work and to whom 
any waste of time appears very disiaste- 
ful. In previous times it was customary 
for young M. P.’s to be quiet for the 
first two sessions at least, but present 
new members have not respected this 
tradition. Of the 51 labor representatives 
in the House, 2% have made their maiden 
&peaches, although the House is yet in 
iis infancy. 

T. P..O’Connor says: “‘This is largely 
the result of the transformation which 
the new Labor party has brought into 
the House. When Keir Hardie was ab- 
sent at a Socialist congress in Brussels, 
Ramsey McDonald, a new member in 
the House, spoke for the Labor party 
with just as much self-possession as if 
he had been in the Honee of Commons 
for half a century—and spoke~-well in 
addition.’’ 


Well Trained New Men. 


Aside from the Labor representatives, 
as a case for the transformation of the 
House, comes the fact that there aré 
more journalists in the House at present 
than ever before, and also a number of 
young men who have been engaged in 
political: organizations. All these ele- 
ments*are:'so active ‘that the House 
looks more like a workshop than like a 
club, as in years before. This ts due to 
the efforts of the new members. 

“They bring,’’ says O’Connor, “a dead- 
jy earnest to their work. They hate the 
idea of time being lost. These young 
men full of apostolic fervor of youth 
and trained al! their lives in platform 
work, are also impatient of old tradi- 
tions, and hasten to the hour when they 
will be active leaders of the House. And 
‘aa an example of how far they are justi- 
fied, there was a debate on the Agricul- 
tural bill brought in by Agar Robartes, 
himself quite a youth, and the remark 
of everybody was that it was one of the 
‘best- debates the House had heard for 
some time.’ 


Earning the Salaries. 


_The reason for the motion for salaries 
to members is really the fact that work 


-has become s0 absorbing that the mem- 


bérs of Parliament cannot devote their 
time to other business. Previously law- 
yers could read their briefs in the 
House, but this 's practically impossible 
now. Journalists used to write their ar- 
ticles in the House, but today they can 
net do _ The work is too strenuous. 

“Add this,’’ says O’Connor, ‘‘the 
fact that the present members attend 
the House in an abundance and with a 
reguiarity that never was known before 
in its history, and you will understand 

y there should be this pressure for 

some form of remuneration, as the work 
has become so absorbing.” 

Mr. O'Connor believes that.in time the 
M. P.’s will get their $1500 a year.

Walsh Defends “the Father of 
Land League’ Now 
Under Fire. 








WHAT HE HAS DONE 


Cattle Tariff Question Raised 
and Irish Farmers Are on 
Anxious Seat, 


BY RICHARD D. WALSH. 

A Dublin newspaper—the Nationalist— 
is responsible for the statement that 
Michael Davitt is not an Irish Ireland- 
er. The principal reasons assigned for 
this charge are that Davitt does not 
speak in Irish at Irish meetings ad- 
dressed by him, and that’ he did not 
speak in Irish at meetings addressed by 
him in England during the recent gen- 
cral election. 

This is the most absurd as well as 
the most unjust statement that has been 
made by any Irish editor in a long 
time. 

There ‘s no man in Irish pubtic life 
today who is more entitled to be called 
an Irish lrelander than Michael Davitt. 
His claims to this distinction, Davitt 
himself modestly says, “‘are based on 
these, among some other facts: I was 
born-in Ireland and driven out of it. 
1 returned, after a féw unpleasant cir- 
cumstances, unnecessary to mention.” 
One of the cirecumstancese alluded 
was his having spent nine years 
Engiish dungeon—Dartmoor, I _ be- 
lieve—for his having assisted in the 
movement to overthrow British rule in 
ireland, and to establish in its place an 
Irish republic. 

This tact alone. should be sufficient 
to qualify Davitt for the title of Irish 
Irelander. But there is much more {n 
the record of his life that not only 
clinches. his right to be considered an 
Irish Irelander, but places him head 
and shoulders above every man of his 
race, prominent in public life during 
the last half century. He was the 
founder of the celebrated organization 
calléd the Land League, which was the 
main instrument in the destruction of 
Irish landlordism,. which for centuries 
was the most ruthless and desolating 
factor in the life of Ireland. 


Charges Not New. 


To my personal knowledge— because l 
had the honor of being associated with 


him in the good work—he was, even 
then, charged with being not only not an 
Irish Irelander, but a ‘‘stroller’’ without 
character and without a cause. 
Previous to the organization of the 
Land League, Ireland lay in an industri- 
al and political stupor. The crops had 
been a failure and there was great sul- 
fering among the peasant farmers, es- 
pecially along the western seaboard. No 
matter what happened, the landlord 
must have his rent, even though the lit- 
ile farm did not produce sufficient food 
for the wants of the unfortunate occu- 
ler. 
Pit was at this time—April, 1879—that 
Davitt organized the Land League, 
which became the most powerful body 
that has happened in the contemporary 
life of-treland. The Land League put a 
new spirit into the people. Whenever or 
wherever a farmer met his landlord or 
his landlord’s agent, in sunshine, rain 
or snow, the poor serf doffed his hat, as 
if he had been in the presence of an 
emperor. If he failed to perform this 
act of homage, he was a marked man, 
anda on the first opportunity had to pay 
for his disrespect, eithér by a raise in 
his rent or similar petty tyranny. All 
that is changed now, the hat is doffed 
no more, and landlord and tenant meet

The city is said to get $600 a month from 


this source and the county about $250. 
Fees of officials swell the probable gross 
sum to $1100 or $1200. 

A saloon license costs nearly $1500 a 
year, of which the State gets $500, the 
county $300, the city $600 and the offi- 
ciais who collect get the. balance. 

There are said to be 206 hotels ex- 
clusive of rooming houses and cottages. 

Drummers for hotels meet trains 30 
miles away. They are very quiet, gen- 
tlemanly fellows. Drummers for doctors 
have almost entirely disappeared. The 
laws are too stringent. 

Rents on Central avenue, the main 
business street, are as high as on Olive 
street, St. Louis, and as the opportunity 
for sales is less, the storkeepers are 
compelled to charge high. prices. 

A shave costs 20 cents in all but a 
few of the good barber shops. Beer that 
calls for 10 cents a bottle in St. Louis 
is sold for 20-cents here. 

Water pipes are lain just below the 
surface of the street, as there is no 
danger of freezing here, but those on 
Central avenue are being lowered, as 
the street is to be paved, at last. 

The new City Hall, a huge, barn-like 
brick structure, cost $86,000 and contains 
a theater—the Auditorium.

The number of professional sports at- 
tracted by the racing at Oaklawn is 
shown by the fact that neariy 1000 
bought cheap railroad tickets offered at 
the end of the regular season. 

There are 200 voters in Hot Springs. 
During the “season” the population is 
often 60,000. The total number of vis- 
itors is said to be between 100.000 and 
125,000 annually. Even the boarding 
house keepers lack permanency. 

Each of the big hotels employs an or- 
chestra which plays in the morning, in 
the afternoon and at night. There is a 
hop once a week at each hotel during 
the ‘‘season.’’ :

as man and man, not as master and 
slave. 

As a result of the Land League agita- 
tion, Irish landlordism has not only lost 
its power for evil but it Is practically 
dead. In a few more years the farmers 
of Ireland will be the owners in fee of 
the land they till. and instead of the old 
conditions of poverty and discontent and 
tyranny a new generation will have 
sprung up, fully alive to the possibilities 
of the situation, and determined to make 
their country what it was in the golden 
age of Ireland’s history. If there had 
been no Land League there would have 
been no County Councils or Land Act of 
1993. and it is also a cert ty that there 
would have been no Gaelic language re- 
vival, hence the charge that Davitt is 
not an Irish Irelander is not only unjust, 
but diametrically opposed to the salient 
facts of his career: 


Daviitt'’s Irish Ireland Idea. 


What is an Irish Irelander? There 
will, no doubt, be widely varying opin- 
ions on this question, and Dayvyitt'’s own 
definition of it cannot fail to be inter- 
esting. 

Here are his words: 

“My idea of an Irish Ireland is an 
Ireland as politically independent as we 
can make it, with all her poems well 
educated in Gaelic and in English. and 
in as many other languages as they 
wish to learn; cultivating every avaii- 
able acre of Irish soil, and exporting 
millions of what we can spare from 
own own needs to England or to any 
other country, and receiving in econom- 
ic exchange all the useful and needful 
articles we require; this word ‘require’ 
necessarily standing for its proper 
meaning—what we want or don't make 
or produce ourselves; for iteis often by 
importing required. articles which a 
country does not manufacture that it 
learns how in time to make them. 

The ‘“Nationalist’’ is preaching an 
Irish Ireland with great gusto, but the 
paper is printed in English. When it 
changes the type to Gaelic we may for- 
give the ridiculous charge against ‘‘the 
father of the Land League.”’ 

There is a very vigorous agitation go- 
ing on at present in the British Isles in 
regard to the introduction of livestock, 
and especially of Canadian cattle, into 
the United Kingdom. ‘The economic sit- 
in Ireland is entirely changed 
since the Government has turned land- 
lord. The rent of Irish land is Eng- 
land's security for the millions it, has 
loaned the Irish people to become pro- 
prietors of their farms. 

Any policy, therefore, that would tend 
to lessen this security should be a mat- 
ter of serious import to the Brftish 
Government. Irish farmers largely de- 
pend on the raising of cattle, and if the 
ports are open to’ livestock, a serious 
state of affairs will occur in the cattle 
business. 

Thousands of Irish farmers have 
bought their land at prices calculated 
upon the basis and understanding of a 
continuance of the arrangement under 
which now and for the last 20 years no 
young or store cattle could be allowed 
nto the British Isles alive, and, as un- 
der the restrictions, they would not be 
sent in dead, the effect of the law 
was to protect and encourage the breed- 
ing of such stock. 

There is besides great danger of cattle 
disease spreading if the rts are open, 
and it is to be hoped that the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, will see his way 
io a continuation of the policy which 
has proven so satisfactory thus far, in 
the interests not only of the Irish peo- 
pie, but of the Government itself.

FOREST OZARKS 
PLAN OF M.S, U 


Agricultural Department Will 
Aid the Government in 
Stupendous Job, 


COLUMBIA, Mo., April 7.—The 
State University of Missouri, in co-op- 
eration with the United States Bureau 
of Forestry, will undertake to re-forest 
the Ozarks. In view of the vast area 
to be covered, the work in hand justifies 
the use of the word stupendous, but 
both the Missouri and the Government 
authorities are going into it with confi- 
dence, and the plans are already being 
prepared. 

Cc. H. Crittenden of the Government 
Bureau of Forestry is now in Columbia 
consulting the authorities of the State 
Agricultural College about the plans. 
The intention is to re-forest all of the 
“cut-over’’ areas of the Ozarks that are 
not adapted to the growing of grasses, 
as well as to grow trees on some of the 





useless may be redeemed and valuable 
timber be grown upon them. 

The main object, however, is to re- 
forest the ‘‘cut-over’ acres, and to this 
end the greatest efforts will be directed, 
which means that all the newly con- 
ceived ideas and recent contrivances of 
the science of forestry will be brought 
to bear to make a success of the under- 
taking. 

In the end, perhaps, it will become 
one of the most valuable timber regions 
in the world. The soil survey work 
will show what parts of_the Ozarks 
should be sown to grass. In this way 
there will scarcely be a waste acre in 
the entire State. 

Another feature of the project is the 
good which will be derived from it by 
the students of the State University, 
many of whom in the Engineering De- 
partment will take strict part in it. The 
university has, in fact, devoted special 
lattention to the subject of forestry, and 
several members of the staff of the 
Agricultural College and the State Ex- 
periment Station are recognized as be- 
ing among the highest authorities on 
the subject in- the country.

COLUMBUS, Ind., April 7.—The death 
of Mrs. Mary A. Shuck, in this city, at 
the age of 74 years, reunites a husband 
and wife who have lived apart for sev- 
eral years, and it also reveals one of 
the strangest romances told in the lives 
of Indiana ministers. 

The story deals with the Rev. Adam 
Byron Condo, now a United Brethren 
minister at French Lake, Ind., and his 
wife, Mrs.- Lucretia 8. Armen, of this 
city. In 1884 Mrs. Shuck and her daugh- 
ter, Miss Lucretia, were living in Harts- 
ville, this county; when Asa Allan Ar- 
men obtained a position as music teach- 
er in the old Hartsville College Miss 
Shuck was interested in the same school, 
they were thrown together a great deal, 
Their friendship ripened into love and 
that year they were married.. Mr. Ar- 
men also had a license to preach in the 
lnited Brethren church, and composed 
a great many religious songs. 

Mr.-and Mrs. Armen lived at Harts- 
‘ville until 1892, when Mrs. Armen ob- 
tained a position as instructor in lan- 
guages and history in the Columbus 
High School, a position she still holds, 
and the couple moved here. 


Youthful Seandal Revived. 


Rev. Mr. Armen joined the Indiana 
Conference of the United Brethren 
church after moving here, and in 1897 he 
had risen to the position of presiding 
elder when something happened which 
he explains was akin to blackmail, and 
he decided to leave this State. 

According to the story told by the min- 
ister he was guilty cf an escapade in 
his youth and decided that it would be 


better to change his name. Previous to 
coming to Indiana he went to Maine, 
where his name. was legally changed 
from Adam Byron Condo to Asa Allan 
Armen and it was under this last naine 
that he married. He had one brother, 
the Rev. Mr. Condo of Marion, and it 
came to his ears that his brother was 
preaching in Columbus and vicinity un- 
der assumed name. The brother 
looked into the matter and at length 
came here and found Mr. Armen. 

The brother, as well as others, were 
instrumental, it seems, in causing Rev. 
Mr. Armen’s sudden departure. Reports 
reached Mr. Armen which led him to 
believe that his wife knew she had mar- 
ried him under an assumed name and 
that she would no longer live with him. 
With that statement staring him in the 
face he resigned from the conference 
and left the State. Later he wrote his 
wife, telling her about the statements.

7,300,000 PACKAGES 





Heavier Mail Output Than Any 
Other Department of 
Government. 





By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—Postmas- 
ter-General Cortelyou has supplied Rep- 


resentative James A. Tawney, chairman 
of the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions, with a memorandum as to the 
actual cost to the Postoffice Depart- 
ment of handling the congressional free 
seed. 

The Postmaster-General says: “As 
nearly as can be estimated, the cost of 
carrying a pound of this mail matter 
varies from 5 to 8 cents. I have been 
informed that the aggregate weight of 
vegetable and flower seeds distributed 
annually by the Department of Agricul- 
ture under frank is 690,000 pounds. The 
estimated number of packages is 7,300,- 
000. Computing at the lowest estimate— 
5 cents a pound—the cost of handling 
this matter is $34,500." 

The -Postmaster-General 
estimate as low as possible and does not 
make any allowance for clerk hire in- 
cidental to handling the seeds while 
peasing through the mails, nor for the 
loss of revenue to the department from 
the seeds being distributed by the De- 
partment of Agriculture instead of by 
geed merchants. 

Expensive Clerical Work. 


The Postmaster-General says that 
while it is improbable any additional 
clerks or carriers are employed solely 
on account of this distribution, it is 
nevertheless self-evident that the 7,300,- 


aGkages clog the mails and take

nd carriers which might be otherwise 
. profitably employed. 
or instance, if the combined time 

+ 4 all clerks and carriers handling 
one of these packages is estimated at 
one minute, from the time the package 
is mailed until it is delivered, it would 
amount to the time of 50 employes 
working eight hours a day throughout 
the ‘year, which, at an average salary of 
$1000, means $50,000 worth of time. It is 
more likely, however, that at least five 
minutes of time in the eaeewente is 
consumed, including the elivery of 

ackages, which means an outlay of 
$950,000 in clerk and carrier hire on this 
account. 

The magnitude of the distribution can 
be appreciated from the fact that it 
averages 24,333 packages a day for 300 
working days each year.

ENDURANCE 
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Race Won Last Wednesday by 


Ascetic’s Silver Was Run Over 


Twenty-Four Immense Jumps and Was Four Miles, Eight 
Hundred and Fifty-Six Yards in Distance—Some Great 
Performances Over the Course. 


The Grand National Steepiechase, de- 
cided Wednesday afternoon and won by 
Ascetic’s Silver, was the sixty-seventh 
renewal of an event which furnishes the 
greatest test of endurance racehorses 
are ever ‘put to. The exact distance of 
the race is four miles 856 yards and, to 
add to the difficulty of the task the 
winner must accomplish, the course lies 
for the most part not over a smooth 
racetrack but over a rough, natural 
country, the fences, which are marked 
by flags, consisting of the thick growing 
quick set hedges which abount the fields 
over which the course is laid out. 

These hedges are 10 in number and, 
as the competitors must encircle the 
country twice, they furnish 20 jumps. 
Besides the thorn fences two natural 
water courses, known as Beecher's and 
Valentine's brooks, intersect the coun- 
try. Both are some ten feet wide and 
guarded by high hedges. As they must 
be crossed twice, these brooks add four 
to the number of obstacles. 

After the first round through the 
country, the competitors reach the in- 
field of the racetrack proper, the dis- 
tance they travel over this being about 
a thousand yards. When covering it 
they must jump three stiff’ artificia] 
fences in addition to the big water jump 
in front of the stand. This is some 
eighteen feet wide and guarded by a 
thick hedge two feet high and twice as 
thick. The fgexr jumps last mentioned 
have only ‘alle negotiated once, as after 
encircling the country a second time the 
few contestant still on their feet strike 
the flat racecourse, which affords them 
a smooth run home of 800 yards. They 
must, however, cross two more jumps 
ere they reach the winning post and 
though these are only hurdles, they 
often prove fatal to the tired competi- 
tors.

A PLEASANT PASTIME 
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Exercise Is Most Beneficial and Healthy, and the Scenery Is Very 
Beautiful—Many Young Men of St. Louis Enjoy 
the Sport. 


The Hudson River, in all its grand- 
eur, is scarce more beautiful, than parts 
of the Meramec. Indeed, the bluffs of 
the latter are worthy of boast, rising 
almost sheer from the river. For the 
inost. part the hills are long and regu- 
lar and the slopes require stairways to 
be easily surmountable.

For 
bait fishing the cheaper grades are suit- 
able. If the streams that are to be 
fished are wide a rod of nine or ten feet 
is best, but for narrow streams that 
are brushy a rod of six or seven feet 
will be convenient to work through the 
brush. In the narrow, brushy streamé

“CANNED” OFF TEAM 





Fifteen of the Best Athletes De- 
clared Out of Athletics Be- 
cause of Studies. 


CHICAGO, April 7.—More crushing 
blows rendered to athletics at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago than those dealt by 
the recent football conference were ad- 
ministered yesterday when 15 of the 
most promising and strongest wearers 
of the maroon were “conned” out of 
the spring sports'on the receipt of the 
fatal yellow envelope from the dean’s 
offices. 

Baseball, track and aquatic sports 
suffer under the same blow, not a single 
one of the teams dodging the impending 
action threatened by the faculty since 
the recent reform wave struck the Mid- 
way. Seven men, according to the ac- 
tion of the professors, are removed from 


the baseball squad, four from the track 
squad and four from the water polo 


squad. 

The list follows: « 

Baseball—Walker, considered the best 
pitcher; Harper, the best outfielder and 
catcher, who captained the team last 
year; Nahan, catcher; Sullivan, the 
most promising of the new candidates 
for pitcher; Templeton, the best infield- 
er; Brown and (Planer, outfielders. 
Track—Quigley, the best quarter miler; 
Williamson, discus thrower; Capt. Par- 
ry, champion hammer thrower, and 
Maddigan, weight man. Water Polo— 
Capt. Badenoch, Walker, Schott and

ing to the mandates of the faculty. The 
water polo team practically was 
crushed out of existence, as only one 
veteran, Meigs, the football giant, re 
mains eligible.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 7.—The Rus- 
sian note to the Powers on the subject 
of the second peace conference at The 
Hague gives the Emperor full credit for 
the initiative, not mentioning President 
Roosevelt’s preliminary step in this di- 
rection. 

The introduction to the ddcument is in 
striking contrast to the invitation to the 
original conference of 1898, which poin- 
ed out how the increasingly expensive 
armaments were weighing down the 
various nations and threatening the 
world with a gigantic catastrophe and 
made a noble anpeal for a general. dis- 
armament in order to substitute’ for the 
era of armed peace an era of peace 
based upon the settlement of interna- 
tional disputes by the justice of arbi- 
tration. 

Not only does the second invitation 
not press the idea of disarmament, but 
it distinctly excludes it from considera- 
tion.

NEW YORK, April 7.~—To a writer for 
the Post-Dispatch the young Zulu who 
has just won the nn contest at 

Columbia spoke as follows 

“IT am the son of teaka Ka Knawana, 
and, while not a Prince, I am ,of the 
roy al Zulu blood. My tribe and the tribe 
of my father is settled in Natal, South 
Africa. 

“My father is not a Chief, but one of 
the leading men of his tribe. He never 
saw a white man until he was grown, 
but, once brought into contact with civ- 
ilized men, he was quick,sto grasp the 
fact that they were superior and lived 
better than the Zulu. He was among 
the first of his tribe to seek reforms in 
the Zulu which would tend to advance 
the race in the scale of civilization. 
You see, a Zulu has a long family line, 
and that tends to make him look a long 
way into the future to provide better 
days, better conditions for the children 
and children’s children of his line. 

“I was born and raised as any Zulu 
boy is raised, in the Zulu town of Iuada. 
My. father, ‘being aman of advanced 
idéas, saw to it that I attended the mis- 
sion school in our settlement, where I 
learned to read and write English pret- 
ty well, but I never spoke the language 
until I came to America eight years ago 

“A cousin of mine,’ John Dube, son of 
Mquawe, one of the most powerful of 
all the Zulu chiefs, came to America 
some years ago, and, after receiving 
his education, returned to our village 
and persuaded me to follow the example 
which he set. Well, I did so, and his 
brother, Ben Dube, later followed me 
to America and is now here studying 
modern tailoring, that he may go back 
to oyr people and teach them something 
of the art of dressing well. 


May Go to Oxford. 


“On my arrival here I spent several 
months in Brooklyn learning the Eng- 
lish language. Then I -went to the 
Dwight L. Moody School “at Northfield 
to prepare for college. I was-at first 
undecided -what to study, but finally 
made up my mind to take up the law, 
for I figured that I could do my people 
more good in the legal line than in any 
other. After finishing at the Moody 
School..I entered Columbia University, 
where I have continued my study of 
law, and expect to finish it this year 
Then I may go to Oxford for a course 
in English laws as we Zulus, you know, 
have England to deal with first hand. 

“What are my impressions of America 
and Americans? Well, I have found the 
Americans a wonderful race of people— 
wonderful in their breadth. The typical 
American is broad of mind, broad of 
‘heart and broad of soul. He is wonder- 
ful in his human sympathy and desire 
to seen tebecpipy } 

‘Then thé Meri cath is a hustler, 
and ‘is.so known the world over. . 

“Of course, there are all kinds. of 
Americans, as there are all kinds of 
Englishmen, Frenchmen, Germans or 
Zulus. 

“The Southern American stands for 
family and the upholding of family 
name, He is the aristocrat, but not 
of the cold type. Southern hospital- 
ity Ils not a name; it is a reality. A 
real Southerner is both hospitable 
and generous, even in the matter of 
the race problem. I believe that the 
people of the South have not been un- 
derstood in their position on the race 
problem. They are not so hard as 
they have been described. When they 
have cried out I believe they have

CZAR HOLDS WHIP 
HAND OVER DUMA. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 7.—As the 
rules and regulations for the coming 
Parliament have been sanctioned by 
the Czar, it is easy to judge the re- 
sults. 

The Parliament will-be composed of 
the State Council and the Duma. The 
State Council will be composed of 196 
members, 98 of whom will be appointed 
by the Czar and 98 elected. Of those 
elected, six will be chosen by the Ortho- 
dox Church, 18 by the nobility, 34 by the 
Zemstvos, six by the academies, 12 by 
the chambers of commerce, 16 divisions 
that have no Zemstvos will send one 
representative each, and Poland will 
send nine members. They are elected 
for nine years. 

The President of the Council will be 
appointed by the Czar. 

The Duma will be composed of elected 
members who will serve five years. Each 
representative must swear allegiance to 
the Czar. The Duma will meet every 
year, but the rules do not state the du- 
ration of the sessions.

A representative will have no right to 
question a Minister unless he has the 
support of 30 other representatives. 

A bill will become law after passing 
the Duma, the Council of State and be- 
ing signed by the Czar.

GERMAN WORKERS 
AT 1 CENT AN HOUR. 


BERLIN, April 7.—Questions relating 
to the improvement of the conditions 
connected with home industries are be- 
ing eagerly diecussed here. Count Posu- 
dowsky, Imperial Secretary of State fur 
the Interior, has promised to give the 
matter his close attention. Prince Lud- 
wig, heir apparent to the throne of Ba- 
varia, has also taken up the matter, and 
the King of Saxony some time ago or- 
dered a commission of inquiry for his 
own dominions. The report of this com- 
mission is now published, a it re- 
veals a terrible state of rs. 

Those industries in which .the condi- 
tions are the worst are passementerie, 
lace; artificial flowers, and teys. Among 
the passementerie workers the highest 
possible earnings seem to be T% cents 
an hour and the average is 4 cents. The 
lace workers who earn 2% cénts an hour 
consider this good, but less than 1 cent 
is not unusual. In the town of Pirna 
women are making artificial flowers for 
1 cent an hour, and in the toy industry 
an hour’s work is paid with less than 
1% cents. 

In a vast number of cases the work- 
room serves as kitchen and bedroom a# 
well, and the low rate of pay obliges 
parents to insist on their children’s as- 
sistance.

‘Knocked at the door. . Roby opened the 
door, and, se¢ing the Constable, instant- 
ly shut and locked it. 

Deputy Sheriff Smith in the meantime 


had gone to the rear door. He entered, | 


and, as he did so, received a buHlet in 
his Breast from the revolver of Roby. 
Smith turned and fell, but before’ he 
struck the floor another bullet was fired 
into him by Roby. One of the shots 
Pierced his heart and he died. without 
uttering a word.

Following thé shooting of McCabe, 
Roby and Haycock ran‘ out of the house, 
mounted their horses and started for 
the Ohio River, across which they 
planned to escape into Kentucky. They 
were greatly excited, and, at one place 
where they stopped, told a man they 
had killed a Sheriff, but that if he re- 
ported them they would return and Kill 
him, too. 

The alarm finally reached Paoli and, 
though it was then late at night, 
nearly three hundred citizens formed a 
posse that proceeded to the Roby home, 
bent on capturing the murderers. 

It was nearly morning when the posse 
reached the scene of the crime, and it 
was at first supposed that the murder- 
ers were still in the house. A number 
of shots were fired into the building but, 
getting no response, Sheriff Morris, who 
led the party, boldly entered the house, 
but he found that the men had fled. 
He found the body of Deputy Smith on 
the rear porch where it. had been 
dragged from the sitting room. 

It is supposed that it was at first the 
intention of he murderers to throw the 
body in an old well, but that they be- 
came too mucif concerned for their saf- 
ety and did not take the time to make 
further disposition of the body. Before 
leaving, however, they toek all the dead 
man’s money and his revolver and 
ammunition, expecting evidently to sell 
their lives as dearly as possible, if 
necessary, 

With four hours’ start, Roby and 
Haycoek led a chase which has no par- 
allel in this part of the country for 
excitement and interest. The men were 
well mounted, but the country is wild 
and hilly. Twenty- five miles directly 
south is the town of Leavenworth, the 
nearest point on the Onio Kiver.

Then the trail was lost, and the Sher- 
iff and his posse were mystified. It 
seemed almost certain that the men 
could not have crossed into Kentucky, 
yet no further trace of them could be 
found. 

The truth was that the men, seeing 
they could not advance further, doubled 
on their tracks and returned to'‘the vi- 
cinity of Roby’s home, near Paoli, 
reaching there Wednesday forenoon, 
They went to the home of Roby’s moth- 
er, who also lives in the same neighbor- 
hood. There they were seen by others 
who promptly gave the alarm. 

Officers’ Posse Gets Them. 

As soon as the news reached Paoli, 
former Sheriff Lashbrook at once 
formed a posse of deputies and hastened 
to the Roby home. He was met at the 
door by Mrs. Roby, who informed him 
that it was true that Roby and Haycock 
were in the neighborhood and that they 
would surrender if the officers would 
guarantee to protect them. 

Otherwise they would never be taken 
alive and would shoot to kill until shot 
down themselves. 

Sheriff Lashbrook assured the woman 
that the men would be protected, but 
that it would be necessary for them to 
act quickly, as a mob was forming at 
Paoli whose actions he could not be held 
accountable for, unless it could be 
eluded. 

The men, who were in the house at 
the time, then surrendered and none too 
soon, for the news that the mtrderers 
had returned had spread rapidly over 
the town and surrounding country. 

A mob of several hundred had started 
from Paoli towards the Roby home. 

There were plenty of ropes, leaving.no 
doubt of the mob’s intentions. 

The muddy condition of the roads pre- 
vented much progress being made and 
before the place was reached, former 
Sheriff Lashbrook and his deputies, con- 
sisting mainly of county officers, had 
taken the prisoners away. Judge Bus- 
kirk of the Orange County Circuit Court 
had been communicated .with and he, 
acting on the instructions of Gov. Hanly, 
who had been kept informed, ordered 
the prisoners to be taken at once to 
the Reformatory at Jeffersonville for 
safekeeping. 


The Mob Is Eluded. 


Lashbrook, accordingly, proceeded to 


New Albany, where he boarded the train 
for the prison: Along the way he was 
met by crowds who hooted at the mur- 
derers and asked why they were not 
hanged at once, but as no warning of 
their coming had béen given, there was 
no time to organize for summary meas- 
ures, 

Word has been regeived from the pris- 
on that the men were in a state of great 
fear until they were safe behind the 
bars and are now pleading for protection 
when they are returned to Paoli for 
trial. 

Roby admits that he shot Smith, but 
declares that he shot only in self-de- 
fense. He says that Smith came unex- 
pectedly intc the house and did not an- 
ncunce that he was an officer. 

Thinking the man was one of a mob 
that had come to do him harm on ac- 
count of trouble he had had with El- 
rod, he fired.

But as the Jews, ac- 
coffing to their old traditions, never 
did anything by themselves, but were 
only the tools.of Jehovah, all national! 
holidays> among them are religious of 
necessity. ; 

According to the scriptures, God sent 
Moses te ask that Pharaoh should lib- 
erate the children of Israel. Pharaoh 
was too proud to recognize the authority 
of Jehovah. After. the 10 plagues had 
afflicted the Egyptian ruler and all the 
firstborn, not only of the Egyptians, 
but even of their animals and birds 
had been killed by the hand of the angel 
of God Pharaoh sent for Moses and 
told him to take his people and go. 

The Easter festival among the Jews 
is both a commemoration of the day 
when they were permitted to leave 
Eeypt and a thanksgiving because their 
first born were spared in the plagues.

Easter : 


Jews ith Fasting and 


Easter holiday was set for the four- 
teenth day of “Nisan,”’ which is ‘some- 
time in April, according to our calen- 
dar. This year it is April 10. In the 
days of Israel’s glory, when in their 
temple the high priest brought sacri- 
fices for them to their God, the Jews 
used to celebrate what was called the 
feast of the lamb. In the days of the 
feast Jews from all the country used to 
flock to Jerusalem to assist at the fes- 
tivities. 
Eat Only Unleavened Bread. 

Today the Jews have no temple and 
the custom of sacrificing lambs and cat- 
tle on tne altar is in vogue no more. 
The festivities have taken another form. 

During the Easter holiday, no ortho- 
dox Jew tastes any other kind of bread 
than “‘mazos,"’ unleavened bread, which 
is made like crackers, only much larger 
and thicker without salt. 

The reason for eating this bread is 
to remind the Jews how their ancestors 
on leaving the house of bondage had no 
time to make their bread into loaves 
and bake it properly, but had it made 
into round unleavened cakes which 
they baked in the gun. 

Anyone disobeying the injunction not 
to taste bread except ‘‘mazos’’ may be 
punished with death, not by the au- 
thorities on earth, but by Jehovah. In 
the old days. also, the offender was 
flogged publicly. ° 

Before the Easter holiday sets in now 
every orthodox Jewish house is thor- 
oughly searched and all the leavened 
bread is gathered. Not a crumb must 
remain hidden anywhere in the house. 
A prayer is uttered while the search 
is made, and the next day the “Humez”’ 
or leaven is burned. After that no one 


allowed to eat leavened bread till

The “Seder” Festival. 


The ‘‘seder’’ is a festival picturesque 
and full of deep sentiment. Around the 
table laden with the best that can be 
afforded, the whole family is assembled. 


Everybody has on something new. 

Even the walls have a new coat of 
whitewash. The family is reunited. The 
head of the family is now a king. His 
wife and children are around him, 
Their eyesS-are turned toward him. 
They wait for him to begin to tell them 
the wonderful story of the liberation of 
their ancestors from under the yoke of 
slavery. 

The father of the family, or if he 
is dead, the oldest son in his place, 
dressed in a white garment, reclining 
on his left side on soft cushions with 
the book of prayers in hand, relates 
the story of the event to be com- 
memorated, The reclining on _ soft 
cushions is to remind the Jew that he 
is a king, that on the day of his lib-~ 
eration from the house of bondage 
he, the former slave, became the 
equal of the king who held him in 
slavery. 

After the introductory prayers are 
said by the father, the oldest son asks 
him the “four questions.” It is as- 
Sumed that the son does not know 
why this change of diet takes place, 
and why his father reclines on soft 
cushtons at the table. The mother on 
the other side of the table feels proud 
of the son who recites his questions 
in Hebrew, the language spoken by 
the prophets. 

The father exchanging the look of 
pride with the mother begins to éx- 
plain to his son what all the unusual] 
things mean, by telling him the story 
of slavery under the lash ‘of the 
Egyptian and@ of the liberation. 

As he reads, lis voice becomes now 
sad and now joyful. It is not simply 
reading. Every chapter in the story, 
every prayer is read in a different 
tone, in a different melody. After the 
story is told the meal begins. At the 
meal bitter herbs are tasted as a re- 
minder that the children of ‘Israel are 
still wanderers on foreign shores,

KITE SIGNE 
CALL LIFESAVER 


Advocate of New Idea Will Be 
Cast Adrift to Test 
Plan. 


LONDON, April 7.—S. F. Cody con- 
siders that a boatload of shipwrecked 
persons who have a kite to fly are far 
more likely to be rescued than a kite- 
less boatload. He argues that a kite 


200 yards or so up in the air has 
a better chance of being seen by ships 
than a small boat low down in the 
water. 

He has built a boat to exemplify his 
theory. It is an open three-tonner, with 
a length of 21 feet and a beam of b 
feet, and is driven by petrol. It was 
launched on the Crystal Palace Lake 
and duly christened Lela by Mrs. Cody 
with the help of the orthodox bottle 
of champagne. 

Mr: Cody invited a number of women 
to step aboard and play the part of 
castaways, and 10 bravely responded. 
Away went the Lela up the lake at a 
rate of seven miles an hour, and at the 
right moment Mr. Cody unloosed a 
double-bodied, bat-shaped kite, six or 
seven feet long, which soared into’ the 
air to a height of about 200 yards. It 
floated there during the ‘voyage,’ and 
it could easily be understood how such 
an object out at sea would attract the 
attention of a passing vessel miles 
away. 

Mr. Cody told a Post-Dispatch repre- 
sentative afterwards that if he could 
obtain the consent of the British Gov- 
ernment, with whom he has entered into 
an agreement to serve two years in the 
army balloon department at Aldershot, 
he meant to give his idea a practical 
trial on the ocean. 

“T shall take the Lela aboard some 
vessel sailing for Seuth America, and 
after two days cast adrift. I shall haul 
the kite and keep it flying until I am 
picked up by some passing steamer, and 
then, after a day or so, repeat the er 
eriment. So I shall go on until I reowh 

uth America. 

‘“T intend to take 10 days’ provisjons 
with me, and four kites. The latter can 
be rolred up into bundles about six feet 
long and four inches thick. They can 
be flown to any height, acording to the 
length of string available. 

‘“‘My object is to prove that small life- 
boats cannot drift along for any length 
of time without being seen if they have 
a kite flying, and ohe should form a part 





‘of the equipment of every ocean-going 
steamer.”’

The ‘“bootleggers’’ are 
disturbed by the news. 

How the Traffic Goes On, 

The ire of the law-abiding ana tem-

Nashville and a “‘blind.tiger’’ six. miles 
west of here.’ Boys from the age of 
15 to 21 visit the latter place to gamble 
and earouse. The liquor is hauled from 
Bloomington, then ‘‘watered’’ and sold 
to patrons of the place. 

There has not been a licensed saloon 
in Nashville or Brown County since the 
murder of Agron David, eight yeass 
ago, but the sale of liquor has been go- 
ing on steadily for some time. 

Much credit is due the Ladies’ Aid 
Society of this place for gaining the 
co-operation of the revenue officers. 
Meetings were held for the -pur- 
pose of devising. a scheme?» for 
getting ‘the ‘“‘boot-leggers’’ before. the 
grand jury, and the problem was at: last 
solved. A committee of young women 
was appointed to take into their confi- 
dence some young men, who purchased 
liquor. This was done. the society now 
has the necessary evidence, and the 
young men are not so popular, except 
those who have taken the pledge.

Fourteen-Inch Rifles Will Hurl 
1700-Pound Projectiles 
15 Miles. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Ord- 
nance Bureau of the War Department 
proposes* to revolutionize great rifle- 
gun building, and the first of the new 
great guns proposed will be placed for 
the protection of New York City. 

The new guns:are to be of 14-inch 


calibre ana are to fire a projectile of 
1700 pounds’ weight. The 12-inch rifle 
is the largest now used by the army. 
It fires only a thousand-pound projec- 
tile, but with great velocity. The new 
Sun is to have a less velocity than 
the 12-inch type. It is argued that 
the resistance will be reduced by the 
lesser velocity and that the same 
work can, therefore, be done, count- 
ing to the advantage of tlhe heavier 
projectile, 

The barrel of the new gun is to be 
40 feet in length. The cost of the 
weapon is $60,000. It will hurl.a 1700-¢ 
pound projectile 12 to 15 miles. To 
fire: one of its mammoth . shells, 518 
pounds of smokeless powder is to be 
required. Its calibre will be 14 inches. 

With guns of this character mount- 
ed around the coast it will be almost 
impossible for any hostile fleet to ap- 
proach near enough to any port over 
which they are mounted as guard to 
cast shells into the city.

Aerograms From “Honks” 
on the Switchboard.

HUTCHISON. Kan., April 7.—A pe- 
culiar electrical phenomenon was experi- 
enced here today. Messages sent by 
wireless telegraph between Denver and 


Kansas City could be heard at the 
ye megage of the local Missouri and 
Kan telephone exchange. Sounds 
similar to the “honk-honk” of an auto- 
mobile horn, only with varying intona- 
tions, could be heard. 

R. H. Cochran, district manager of the 
telephone company, called in M. 
Brown, manager of the Western Union, 
when the sounds were first heara to 
help him solve the mystery, and the 
telegraph operator had no difficulty in 
reading some of the words of the wire- 
less messages, there being a similarity 
between the code used and the ordinary 
Morse code. 

The speed was too great and the 
sounds too uncertain for whole messages 
to be read, and only words now and 
then cold be distinguished. Some of the 
words heard yesterday were, ‘‘Hopkins 
and Greene, car of wheat, Chicago.”’ 

The same phcnomenon was expert 
enced in Saline, Abiiene and Newport.

HEARD EDITOR’S LECTURE 





Will Soon. Be Producing 
Trained Journalists, Says 
Acting President. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 7.—The Uni- 
versity of Missouri has, under the pres- 
gure of public demand, determined to 
establish a regular course of instruction 
in journalism. Since the visit to the 
offices of the Post-Dispatch of nine 
young journalists, selected by the facul- 
ty, on invitation of the management of 
the Post-Dispatch, and since the publi- 
cation of the Post-Dispatch Junior, the 
department of publicity at the Uni- 
versity has been besieged with inquiries 
regarding such a course. 

Inquiries regarding the work have 
come from all over the South and 
West. In fact, over half’ of the letters 
received have been from _ prospective 
students in other states than Missourl. 
One man wrote very 
frem Washington, D. C. 

That there are a great number of 
students in the university at the present 
time who are thoroughly interested in 


journalism was brought to light when, |! Natior 


last January, Dr. J. C. Jones, acting 
president, calling for the names of all 


those who were interested. Within three 
days about fifty students had responded. 


Williams Planning. : 


Mr. Walter Williams, a practical’ 





newspaper man, to whom much credit 
is due for the establishment of a regu- 
lar course in journalism, is at work at 
present on a mene of study for the 
new department. \Mr. Williams, who is 
a member of the Board of Curators of 
the University, has in mind the estab- 
lishment of a chair for the exclusive 
study of the newspaper art. The work 
will not be merely technical, out will 
be made as nearly practical as p0os- 
sible. 

During the past year work of this 
nature on a Iimted scale only has been 
in the hands of one of the professors of 
the English department. This work 
consisted chiefly of daily ‘‘stories,’ 
whiah must be fh each day at a given 
hour, thus imitating in a measure the 
rush of a metropolitan daily. 

“Assignments’’ were given the mem- 
bers of the class, and, acting as re- 
porters, they interviewed the instructor, 
who is a practical newspaper man, got 
al] of the details and facts, sifted them 
down, and in specified lengths of time 
wrote, under high pressure, the num- 
ber of words the assignment justified. 

Students Copy Readers. 

This work in the classroom was sup- 
plemented by practical reporting of 
topics of interest about the city and 
in the reading copy turned in by other 
students. 

Every news department of the great 
daily was experimented with, sports, 
editorials and criticisms, 4s well as 
daily city news, was written and cor- 
rected by the embryo journalists. 
Another course in short story writing 
and the mechanics of the manuscript 
was afforded those interested in mag- 
azine work. 

The practical courses in the class- 
room were supplemented by a_ very 
stro1 list of newspaper men as lec- 
turers. These experienced lectures 
have ben distributed throughout the 
year and huve been very enthusias- 
tically attended.

SLIDE DOWN HILL 


Link Between Parts of Chester, 
Ill., Is Swept 
Away: 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHESTER, Ill., April 7.—Owing to the 
incessant rains of last week, a large 
tract of land detached itself from the 
hillside and slid down toward the river 
Friday, taking with it a 2W-foot sec- 
tion of the main street, which leads 
from Jower Chester to the Courthouse, 
four frame dwelling» houses. all occu- 
pied, and a brick blacksmith shop. 

The slide embraces a ,plat of ground 
about 300 feet square, and the perpen- 
dicular fall at the break is about ten 
feet in depth. One of the houses is now 
about 40 feet nearer the river than be- 
fore the slide,’and all of them present 
a crooked and dilapidated appearance. 

The movement of the houses caused 
much eonsternation among the resi- 
dents, and three families moved out 
hurriedly, leaving only two houses 0c- 
cuplied. The occupants of these pluckily 
intend to remain with the slide until 
their homes are in danger of turning 
over. Traffic on this street had to be 
abandoned, and. vehicles must now 
travel two miles out of the way in g0- 
ing to and from the depots in lower 
Chester and the Courthouse on the hill. 


How Wood Lasts. 


Some interesting experiments have 
been made to ascertain which woods 
last the longest. It was found that 


birch and aspen decayed in three years, 
willow and chestnut in four years and 
elm and ash in seven years. Oak, Scot- 
tish fir and Weymouth pine decayed 
to the depth of half an inch in seven 
years; larch and juniper were uninjured 
at the end of seven years.

This would indicate that the settle- 
ment of the Moroccan question has re- 
stored confidence in foreign banking cir- 
cles and loosened up funds in very 
large amounts.

To sum up, then, it would appear that 
the money market, through natural and 
unnatural causes, has been placed ina 
position where the manipulation of call 
rates may be indulged in. 

Whether a. temporary severe decline 
can be brought about, depends almost 
entirely on the power of the interests 
in control of rates, and whether they 
desire such a decline, or are only act- 
ing for the welfare of all concerned, by 
checking an excessive bull speculation 
until money market conditions adjust 
themselves. 

Outside of the mbdnetary§ situation 
market conditions really call for no 
comgnents. Crops and business outlook 
are excellent and.the coal strike situa- 
tion less disturbing.

Outside Speculation Continues 
Light—Market Sentiment 
Less Bearish. 








Technical Position of Both 
Corn and Oats Is Very 
Strong. 


> 
The grain markets of the week 
showed no improvement in the outside 
speculative inquiry and prices were 
dominated almost entirely by the pit 
traders and professionals. The range 
for the week was narrow, but the ten- 
dency at all (times with the exception of 


minor rallies, was downward. 

Market sentiment throughout, while 
mixed, has not been so universally 
bearish and several factors of impor- 
tance developed during the - week to 
make the bears less confident of their 
position. 

Foreigners for the first time on the 
present movement manifested a desire 
to enter our markets, but the demand 
started early in the week was not fully 
maintained at the Cee: Until export 
demands improve on an impertant scale 
it ts hard to see how any pronounced 
rally can be maintained. 

Weather conditions in the winter 
wheat area remain ideal and with the 
exception of a few scattered complaints 
fromh unimportant sections, no reports 
of actual crop damage are being re- 
ceived. The Ohio State crop report is- 
sued during. the week showing a condi- 
tion of wheat of 101 against 98 in De- 
cember is indicative of the flourishing 
condition of the winter grain. 

Receipts in the Northwest continue 
liberal and stocks of wheat at the prin- 
cipal points are still piling up. in- 
neapolis stocks of wheat increased 360,- 
000 bu for the week. 

Argentine shipments for the week 
were also very liberal and caused a late 
price. reaction. The movement showed 
4,352,000 bu, against. 3,616,000 bu last week, 
3,528,000 bu last year and 3,808,000 bu two 
years ago. Shipments of wheat since 
January 1 to date are 38,164,000 bu, 
against 42,407,000 bu for the same period 
one year ago. 





220,000 bu last week, 231,000 bu last year 
and 746,000 bu two years ago. Shipments 
of corn to date from Jan. 1 were 4,112,-

Domestic and cash demands in the

Corn shows stubborn strength in the 
face of the continued easy ‘feeling in 
wheat. The movement from first hands 
continues light and good dry grain is 
very #carce. Cash and export demands 
continue good and stocks generally are 
expected to show a continued decrease 
as soon as navigation Northwest opens. 

Oats were very steady on the strength 
in corn, and good export and domestic 
demands. Reports of tardiness in seed- 
ing are also coming. The_ estimated 
world’s shipments of wheat for Monday 
were above ten million bu.

BANK RESERI 
SHOWS DEFICIT 
~ OF $2,560,000 


The First to Be Reportedin the 
Month of April Since 
1883.

After Bank Report Is 
Received. 





GRAIN MARKET STEADY 





Liverpool Advance Causes Cot- 
ton Prices to Take 
Sharp Upturn.

NEW YORK, April 7.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
kets today, says: 

Wall Street.—Such surprise as had ex- 
isted on this week's stock market at the 
persistent 30 per cent call money rate 
disappeared when today’s bank state- 
ment was published. It showed a deficit 
in the reserves—the first which has oc- 
curred in the month of April since 
1883. This deficit resulted not only from 
a $7,900,000 decrease in cash holdings— 
which had been foreshadowed by yester- 
day’s estimates—but from a_ $7,200,000 
loan expension. 

Primarily, this increase in loans had 

to do with the “April settlements; last 
week’s $3,800,000 decrease in that account 
showed that provision for quarter-day 
needs had not then been made, NO 
doubt, borrowings’ by Stock Exchange 
pools are also included in the reckoning. 
But what strained the situation as the 
week went on is now known to have 
maturing of loans placed on this market 
and Europe’s during the money squeeze 
at the opening of the year. Many of 
these loans have been provided for in 
this we¢k’s cash money market. 
« The bank showing makes the existing 
situation reasonably clear. It is worth 
mentioning that the deficit shown today 
at $2,560,000 is larger than either of those 
reported last November and December, 
and also exceeds the September deficien 
cy of 1902. , 

Today's stock market received the 
bank return rather curiously. It hesi- 
tated when the figures first appeared; 
then broke rather sharply, the active 
speculative stocks losing a point or 
more. This done, the price grew. firm- 
er and the closing was not at all dis- 
ordered. Clearly, however, it was a 
market not ready to ‘“‘reflect’’ so unex- 
pected a bank announcement. 

Thee Discordant Incidents. 

It is not often that the same week 
comprises three such discordant inci- 
dents as a 30 
Wall street, reduction in the Bank of 
England discount rate, reserve of bor- 
rowing railways in this country to the 
expedient of notes and agreement of for- 
elgn markets to float the quarter of a 
billion Russion loan. , 

The two last mentioned episodes throw 
an odd light on the situation, for a year 
ago it was the Russian Government 
which was selling short term notes be- 
cause investors refused to buy its bonds, 
and this at the time when American 
railways were easily placing long-term 
obligations. 

The move of the English bank is note- 
worthy. It certainly seems. upon its 
face, to be notice that New York, if it 
wishes, may have London's gold. Yet, 
along with this announcement comes the 
news that Lon Street feels itself 
too poor to subscribe to the Russian 
loan. By the last advices, Berlin, alse, 
refuses participation—a decision which, 
if the report is true, diplomats will cred- 
it to Russia’s ungratful turning of her 
back to Germany a fortnight ago at 
Algeciras, and which financiers will 
ascribe to the German market’s uncer- 
tain outlook. 

Grain.—It is rumored that a few large 
operators who are supposed to have 
control of.the May are keeping close 
watch on the grading. The stronger 
tendency in the nearby deliveries has 

nh ascri in part to the improve- 
ment In the demand, for cash wheat, 
both for foreign and domestic account, 
and mainiy at higher premiums. 


Wheat Fairly Steady. 
In the wheat market the changes were 
somewhat inconsequential today, 
ugh emerarty. early in the session, 
a slightly higher level was reached, but 
his was wholly caused by speculative 
influences. The subsequent’ ‘recession 
was ascribed to larger offerings, prompt- 
ed by favorable weather west, good crop 
rts and tat ary cables. 
. Corn was strong, as the offerings were 
small while the demand for domestic 
and foreign account is fairly brisk. 
‘Exporters are in receipt of good or- 
ders for corn for garly shipment, but

Cotton.—The cotton market took 
another one of its peculiar sharp up- 
turns Over night on the opening of the 
market today, with prices practically 
starting with an advance of 1z to 13 
points from yesterday’s final bids, with 
May advancing to 11.21, July 11.17, Oc- 
tober 10.58 and December 10.60. This 
improvement was wholly unexpected by 
the trade here. It was due entirely to 
the Liverpool market advancing 4 points 
on spots and futures there and closing 
firm on that basis, against expectations 
of a decline of 1 to 2 points. 

Private cables reported the advance 
at Liverpool due largely to buying or- 
ders sent from this side, chiefly from 
leading local and New Orleans operators, 
with the strength of the market there 
Causing some covering of shorts. Most 
of the pit traders here had either sold 
out or went short of the market on yes- 
terday’s late weakness, and this .ad- 


vance abroad naturally forced considera- 


ble buying from this class of operators. 
Their demands were supplied by the 
clique which had been the most promi- 
nent buyers of options during the de- 
cline here late yesterday. 

There was nothing in the situation 
but mdnipulation to cause the advance, 
and from the character of the trading 
it ig generally believed that the larger 
professional operators are simply en- 
gagea in ‘“‘milking’’ the market. 

The decrease in the world’s visible 
Supply for the week is only 134,000 bales, 
which leaves the total world’s visible 
Supply of all kinds of cotton in all posi- 
tions still over 4,525,000 bales. This is 
302,781 bales larger than a year ago, 
and 1,389,000 more than in 1904. 

While the week's end statistics make 
a bullish showing with another large 
decrease in the visible supply, the total 
world’s visible supply is still so far 
above last year’s figures and also those 
of the previous two years that it will 
réquire the development of something 
sensationally bullish before outsiders 
or the public will indulge in any ex- 
ensive’ investments or speculative buy- 
ing at this high range of prices. They 
would not come in three weeks ago 
when prices were selling in the neigh- 
borhood of 10% cents for the old crop 
and 10 cents for the new _ months, 
and now that prices are still % to % cents 
per pound higher, with most proieSsion- 
al traders skeptical of the permanency 
of any bull campaign, they are very 
cautious.

NEW YORK, April 7.—Alexei Maxi- 
mavitch Peshkoff, known all over the 
world by his pen name of Gorky, is 
expected to arrive in this city next 
Tuesday from Berlin. He will prob- 
ably be met at the pier by Ivan Na- 
rodny and some of the other Russian 








‘revolutionary leaders, and will stay at 


the revolutionary headquarters here. 
According to Narodny, who js in this’ 
country as. the representative of the 
military revolutionary party, Gorky is 
coming to New York as the official 
representative of the Russian Sociab 
Democratic party. ; 

With Tohaimoffsky, the representa- 
tive of the Russian Social Revolution- 
ary party, the three principal revolu- 
tionary parties are represented in this 
country and will act in unison trying 
to influence American sympathy for 
the revolutionary movement. 

In the course of an interview today 
Narodny said: _ 

“TI do not believe that Russia will 
ever be able to throw off the yoke ex- 
cept by force. Reasoning with the 
party in power only brings us to 
prison. The militafy party works 
among the army and navy and. wé¢ 
count that at least 40 per cent of the 
officers are in favor of our plans. 

“The most severe blow the military 
party suffered was the execution of 
Lieut. Schmidt. The failure of his en- 
terprise was entirely due to an acci- 
dent. When he had made full prepara- 
tions for the revolt of the Black Sea 
fleet he wrote letters to Cronstadt and

NEW YORK, April 7.—The anthracite 
operators committee of seven held a 
two-hour conference today in the pri- 
vate office of E. B. Thomas at 143 Lib- 
erty street.

It is received by 
the Eastern florist in bulb form, like the lily, only 
the bulbs in this state come from Belgium. Their 
care and growth are similar to that of the lily. 

Roses are, perhaps, more largely in demand with 
the public at Easter time than any other flower be- 
sides the lily. As a mdtter of fact, the Easter trade 
in roses is almost as great as the demand at Christ- 
mas time, and the prices frequently run up accord- 
ingly. Amefican Eeauties go well, and the Crimson 
Rambler is regarded by florists as a mainstay. 

Lilacs are also much used as Easter flowers an 
for decorations, and geraniums are always obtaina- 
ble and in demand, being a beautiful flower and not 
so expensive as the lily. Quite a number of other 
plants and flowers are used at this season, but those 
here mentioned are ehiefly depended upon by the 
florist to materially increase his bank account and 
pay the expenses of his family at the seasho e during 
the coming suninier. 

Easter is the harvest time for the florist if he is 
successful in his preparations for it. It is just at 
the opening of spring, and most people are in the 
humor to celebrate the event by liberalities of one 
kind and another, even where they are not particu- 
larly appealed to by the religious sentiment of the 
occasion. An Easter plant, or, at least, a flower 
or a number of them, is frequently sent to some of 
one’s friends, or by the rich to those of their less 
fortunate neighbors, whose homes they hope to 
brighten. 

Then, too, a great many flowers are used at about 
this season of the year in cemeteries, it being not 
only an appropriate, but, frequently, the earliest op- 
portunity for the decoration of graves. Chiefly, how- 
ever, the flowers and plants are used by the churches

Wars 
of literature are not exempt. And the final good— 
that’s the thing. 

Lawson began it. He threw the first bomb into 
the camp of “The System.” He uttered the first 
warwhoop. Also, he got the first scalp, and, may- 
hap, withstood the first libel suit. To be sure, there 
were exposures before Lawson. Newspapers in 
many places have gained fame and credit—and cir- 
culation—by the method. Evils have been de- 
stroyed, schemes circumvented, men hanged, men 
saved from hanging. But these were different. 

Except for that great campaign whereby the New 
York World circumivented the bond grab during 
the Cleveland administration, these exposures of the 
past have been chiefly local, or, at most, state-wide. 
But, more markedly, in contrast with the present 
Literature of Exposure, the old style campaigners 
were different in this respect: They had a distinct 
object in view. This was to be done, or that pre- 
vented, and when whatever was in view at es Ha 
ginning of the campaign was accomplished, then the 
campaign was ended. Sometimes a corrupt judge 
was to be defeated, a closed street to be opened, a 
thieving gang run out of the Legislature. But al- 
ways a campaign was planned in its entirety. The 
whole field was viewed from beginning to end. A 
distinct result was aimed at, and when it was 
achieved then the end came—or another exposure. 


Enter Lawson, pioneer of the literary rainmakers. 
He began this strange new process of simply firing 
great bombs in the air with no other apparent ob- 
ject than to make a noise. He told the people to 
watch, that they would presently see the clouds 
gather as a result, and then, he said. the blessed 
rain would come to relieve their financia] condition, 
The clouds did gather, so strenuous was J] 
bombardment, and from month to month he contin- 
ued to tell the people that at the end he would show 
them'a tangible result. 

For months people hung on his every word and 
looked for results with each suceeding bomb, just 
as the Kansas farmer watched the rainmakers,. Like 
the rainmakers, too, Lawson claimed the credit when 
a few drops did begin to fall on the 
panies.

Before Lawson had been long in the field, and while 
the magazine which had discovered him was growing 
by leaps and bounds, others began to follow. 

MecClure’s Magazine had, for some time, been run- 
ning a “History of Standard Oil,” by Miss Ida Tar- 
bell. It was intended by the publishers that this 
should be a dispassionate setting down of facts rath- 
er than an indictment. It was such, and as such 
had effect in preparing the public mind for the 
vitriolic assaults of Lawson. 

Lincoln Steffens also preceded Lawson. Steffens 
wrote the first of his “Shamelessness of Cities” ar- 
ticles, with St. Louis as the subject, before Lawson 
entered the arena. In like manner, William Allen 
White had written a few “Character Sketches From 
a Safe Distance” of Tom Platt, Grover Cleveland and 
other public individuals, and a few other authors and 
publications had bordered on the Literature of Ex- 
posure before Lawson actually brought it out sharp, 
clear, distinct and noisily. 

For a short while the magazine world stood back 
and looked on at the campaign Lawson was: mak- 
ing. It was variously regarded as “unusual,” “re- 
markable.” “vellow,” “anarchistic.” ‘The first result 
in the way of “literature,” perhaps, was that it ral- 
lied a publication or two and a few writers to the 
defense of the other side—a small and, as a rule. a 
mercenary army. But before the Lawson articles 
had got well started’ other publications hegen 1 to see 
the way and the light. 

Next in importance to Lawson’s attack on “The 
System” as a whole came Charles Edward Russell’s 
story of the Beef Trust.. This, perhaps, is the best 
written, the ablest of all the magazine exposures 
that have appeared up to date. It was written by a 
trained writer, 1 man who could tell his. story force- 
fully, effectively, yet without partisan passion such 
as marked the first series of the Lawson articles. 

On the heels of the Beef Trust series came the 
whole marching army of “exposers.” Steel was at- 
tacked, patent medicines were assailed, the coal 
barons were bearded in theit mines, the railroads 
were warred upon, and the “money power,” the “Sys- 


tem,” was made the center and Circumference of 


wordy war. 

And all this was carried on along the lines of the 
lately defined Literature of Exposure rather than 
after the style newspapers had pursued in the past 
with individual or local abuses. It was all a con- 




















glomerate firing in the air, a denunciation of means 
and methods, but without any attempt or suggestion 
of a remedy. On the theory—if the campaign has 
been actuated by any theory—that once the public 
was “made aware of the existence of these wide- 
spread evils” ‘t would do the rest, the magazines 
have devoted themselves to uncovering wrongdoing 
and corruption and leaving it exposed to public view. 
That men have been ruined financially, that they 
have been sent to their graves or to worse than 
their graves, that restitution has been partly forced, 
in this instance or that, or even that wrongdoers 
have been sent to prison, does not argue, by any 
means, against the statement that these campaigns 
have not been bounded and outlined by a. distinct 
object. Those happenings have, in every case, been 
incidents of the general campaign. 

In no case has a magazine started a series of “ex- 
posure” articles with the distinct and defined un- 
derstanding that when a certain evil was corrected, 
when a certain bad man was run out of office, that 
the campaign would end. Senator Mitchell of Ore- 
gon died, but that did not end the war against the 
land grabbers.. President Alexander went to a sani- 
tarium and President McCall to his grave, but that 
did not stop the insurance campaigns. There have 
been rumors of disaster, mental and physical, in 
Standard Oil circles, but the Literature of Exposure 
goes calmly on its way, apparently not marking 
these things even as milestones. 

Recently the exposers have seemed to mass and 
center their forces. They have marched on to Wash- 
ington and attacked the national law bodies. The 
United States Senate is being pilloried on every 
side. In magazines, in books, in newspapers and 
even in socialistic pamphlets, scattered broadcast, 
coming apparently from nowhere and going every- 
where, the campaign against “the American House 
of Lords” is being continued. 

Taking the Literature of Exposure as a whole, 
however, it is a remarkable fact, and one never there- 
tofore emphasized, that while the magazines that 
started and have carried on the campaigns are pub- 
lished chiefly in the East, the real battle ground has 
been the Southwest. When the prodding of the 
octopus began his first snorts resounded throughout 
Kansas. When the Beef Trust was attacked, the 
creature squirmed for a thousand miles to the west 
and south of St. Louis. Even the war on Amalga- 
mated Copper was watched with as great self-inter- 
est by Arizona, North Mexico and Montana as it was 
by the Lake Superior miners or the Boston share 
holders. 

In the West almost exclusively was the interest 
in the fight on the land grabbers. Of all the cam- 
paigns inaugurated or carried out, only one has come 
at all near having its whole seat in the East, and 
that is the war on the Coal Trust. That lusty | 
octopus has its lair in Pennsylvania, but its ten- 
tacles reach to the furthermost quarters of the land.

HE personal popularity of the polite, urbane 

Japanese in charge of the Japanese exhibits 

at the St. Louis Exposition, together with 

the wonderful victories won on land and sea, has led 

te such a craze for things Japanese as has never 
been known before. 

Few visitors te St. Louis during the summer of 
1904 but took home with them some Japanese curio, 
so that today Japanese vases, pottery, screens, cab- 
inets, rugs, mats, bric-a-brac and all sorts and con- 
ditions of art goods are scattered from ocean to 
ocean.

firmly rooted in love and happiness as is the home 
in Japan. 

With the Japanese young married people, home 
ties are everything; dissension and strife are un- 
known; divorces unheard of; better hari kari than 
a decree of separation.

The figures of the totals of electric extension 
from Official sources at Washington, made public in 
1905, were based on investigations for 1902. They 
showed then in operation 817 systems or single roads, 
with 16,651 miles of track. According to the latest 
estimate, there are now 993 roads and systems in 
the United States, with a total of over 27,000 miles 
of track, of which the states of the Central West, 
including Kentucky, have over ten thousand miles. 


Nearly a third of the total number of systems and 
of miles of track for the country belong to Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and lowa, with Indiana and 
Ohio the focus of this almost startling develop- 
ment. 


Missouri has still something less than a thousand 
miles of track, but Illinois now has a round 2000, 
while Ohio has 3181 miles completed, besides lines 
now being worked on. This statement includes city 
and suburban tracks and gives [Illinois the lead of 
Indiana, which, with a total reported mileage of 
1197, unquestionably ranks next to Ohio as the 
Western State with the greatest total mileage of 
interurban lines. 

New York has something over 3000 miles of elec- 
tric tracks for city and country, while Pennsylvania 
has slightly more than either New York or Ohio. 
The total for the Eastern group, consisting of New 








York and the states southward to and inciudi 
Virginia and West Virginia, is 9156 miles, or 1 
short of the total for the Central Western States. 
On the Pacific Coast, also, the interurban trolley 
rapidly extending and California has 1166 miles.

Comparatively speaking, lightning is not quick. 


Just to prove it, K. E. F. Schmidt, a Ber- 
has recently been timing it, and he 
finds the duration of a lightning flash to ‘range in 
many cases as high as two, three, four and five six- 
teenths of a second. 

The camera has been improved until it is s possible 
today to take a picture in the 1-2000 part of a sec- 
ond. According to Observer Schmidt, this is about 
fifty times as fast as the average flash of lightning. 
It is fast enough to picture a baseball flying from 


the bat. 


if the modern curtain lens and the lightning were 
horses, and should engage in a race, the lens would 
go 2000 miles while the lightning was going 40 
miles. 

A horse which fell 1960 miles behind another horse 
in a 2000 mile race would hardly be called a flyer. 
Yet the average flash of lightning is that much s!ow- 
whereas the lens is 
impreving in speed every year, the lightning is 
neither faster nor slower than it was when Ajax 
shook his fist at it. 

The means employed by the German scientist to 
time the lightning are ingenious and simple. Any- 
The Missouri farmer can do it with 
his grindstone. It was not a grindstone that the 
Berlin observer but the device he employed 
was similar and not a whit better. 

The directions for timing lightning with a grind- 
stone are as folluws: Paint a white band across the 
edge of the stone. This can be done with whitewash, 
paint or even with cha!k.

CCEPTED notions of what happened 
when the children of Israel were 
delivered from the Egyptians by 

the Red Sea miracle described in the Old 
Testament, will be to some extent dislodged 
by the scientific explanation which Prof. 
George Frederick W right has just made of 
that famous event.. Dr. Wright is Professor 
of Bible Literature at the Oberlin (O.) Theo- 
logical Seminary, and a scholar and Sci- 
B cntist of prominence. He has recently visited 
the Red Sea country, and has not only lo- 
cated to his own satisfaction the scene of 
the miracle, but has studied the natural phe- 
nomena of the region until he considers it 
possible ta make a wholly tenable sctentific 
cxvplanation of the great and tragic occur- 
rence in which the children of Israel escaped 
across the dry bed of the sea, while Pharaoh's 
pursuing host was engulfed and destroyed. 
[P of the Gulf of Suez. The Guif of! Suez is the 

| northernmost arm of the Red Sea. By his own 
observations and an examination of the conclusions 
reached: by other students of the same subject, he 
was able to fix the scene of the miracle to his com- 
plete satisfaction. He locates it some twelve miles 
north of the city of Suez, in a wide, shallow basin 
; which is now dry and traversed from north to south 
by the Suez Canal. 

The Suez Canal is 72 miles long. Midway in its

And Moses stretched forth his hand over the 
gen, and the sea returned to his strength when 
the morning appeared; and the Egyptians fled 
against it, and the Lerd overthrew the Egyp- 
tians in the midst of the sea. 

And the waters returned and covered the char- 
lots and the horsemen, and all the host of Pha- 
raoh that came into the sea after them; there 
temained not so much as one of them.

Israel were delivered from the Egyptians, according 
to Prof. Wright. The lay of the land there is made 
ymin at once by a glance at a map. 

It is well known that many parts of the earth’s 
Surface are constantly undergoing geologica! 
changes. The most common forms of such changes 
are the upward or downward tendency of the earth 
over considerable areas. For instance, it has teen 
established that the southern shore of Lake Michi- 
Ban is settling and has been settling with a regu- 
larity which has prompted geologists to declare that 
Time, at its leisure, will connect the Great Lakes 
with the Gulf of Mexico, even if man never does do 
so. This is a matter of thousands of years, but 
', reat spaces of time are to geology what great sums 
' | of money are to Wall street. 
ie ‘right finds that the basin traversed by 
=, the ernmost ten miles of the Suez Canal is 
"4 one of these changeable areas. He is a geologist, and 
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finds abundant proof that the basin between the Bit- 
ter Lakes and the Gulf of Suez is slowly rising. 
The 3000 years that have elapsed since the children 
of Israel hurried across there in flight from Pharaoh 
have, he tinds, made the basin considerably higher 
than it was at that time. 

“A depression of this basin from twenty-five to 
thirty feet,” he says, “would cause the waters of 
the Gulf of Suez and those of the Bitter Lakes to 
flood the valley and join, covering to a depth of six 
or seven feet a considerable area of what; is now 
dry land. There is abundant evidence that this 
whole valley has been slowly rising for centuries, so 
that it was undoubtedly much nearer sea level when 
the children of Israel crossed than it is today.” 

According to the Bible story, the way through 
the waters was opened by the Lord through the 
agency of “a strong east wind which blew all night.” 
This is repeatedly referred to m the narrative, while 
in the poetical account of it the return of the waters 
is referred to the wind. The popular idea of the 
miracle is that the wind pierced the waters and held 
them apart while the children of Israel- passed 
through, and that when the Egyptian army attempt- 
ed to follow the “walls of water” fell together with 


a great rush, engulfing and destroying Pharaoh’s | 


host. 


The Ohio scientist who essays to explain the mir- 
acle by scientific exigencies is a dissenter from this 
common view. He has now found that the same 
results could have been attained in an entirely 
different manner than that generally supposed to 
have been employed. 

“In recent times there has been a wonderful ac- 
cumulation of facts showing the effect of wind in 
changing water levels,” says, Prof. Wright. “One 
of the most remarkable of these is found in a report 
of the United States officials who recorded the daily 
levels of Lake Erie. In repeated instances these re- 
ports show that a strong west wind lowers the water 
from five to seven feet at Toledo, while raising it 
an equal amount at Buffalo, and similarly raises it 
above the average at Toledo; thus making a differ- 
ence within a single day of from ten to fourteen 
feet at the opposite ends of the lake. 

“It is thus easy to see that the easterly wind 
spoken of in the Bible would produce the phenomena 
described in opening a way for ‘'e passage of the 
children of Israel, while a change): the wind would 
close up the water behind them aid destroy Pha- 
raoh’s host. The poetic phrase destiibing the waters 
a8 ‘a wall upon the right and upon the left’ may 
easily mean, as can be abundantly shown, a wall of 
defense protecting them from flank attack.” 

Prof. Wright’s explanation of the miracle, then, is 
this: Freed from bondage in Egypt, the children 
of Israel set out for their native land. They had 
been gone but a short while when the Egyptians 
regretted having suffered them to depart and set 
out in hot haste to return them to bondage. 

' When Pharaoh host came within sight of the 
children of Israel, the host under Moses was en- 
camped upon the shore of the sea. This, doubtless, 
was the Gulf of Suez, the northernmost arm of the 
Red Sea. The children of Israel’ were. confronted 
by a continuous reach of water from the Gulf of 
Suez north to the Bitter Lakes; but that night the 
wind blew all night from the east, so that in the 
morning the waters in the basin north of the Gulf 
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of Suez had been blown off, revealing the bottom of 
that shallow arm of the sea. 

The children of Israel, perceiving this means of 
escape, hurried around “the north shore of the Gulf 
of Suez and. crossed the dry basin where the night 
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The Egyptians, following at a distance, also went 
down into the basin and attempted to cross it. The 
wind dropped and the waters driven off into the 
gulf returned, coming in like the tide and catching 
Pharao’>...host before it could gain either the

DIETING FOR CHARACTER 


AUTIER, the eminent French authority on 
dietetics, author of the most recent and ac- 
cepted work on foods, “Alimentation et les 

Regimes,” does not hesitate to declare in its pages 

that few people actually require meat, yet 

does not advocate a strictly non-flesh dietary. 
gays: 

“It would be wrong to maintain that a non-flesh 
diet will compromise physical energy, although 
heredity and habit play here an important part. 

“According to J. Sinclair, the Hindu messengers 
who carry dispatches for long distances, eat only 
rice, while. covering each day in running from one 
village to another a distance of at least twenty 
leagues (sixty miles), and do this, not for a single 
day only, but every day consecutively, week after 
week. 

“The Russian peasants, who live upon vegetables, 
black bread, milk and leeks, work from sixteen to 
eighteen hours a day and their strength often ex- 
ceeds that. of American sailors. The Norwegian 
peasants scarcely know the taste of animal food. 
They cover on continuous run, however. accompany- 
ing the carriages of tourists. a distance of three or 
four leagues without stopping. 

“The modern Egyptian laborers and sailors, a 
class who from time immemorial have lived almost 
exclusively upon melons, onions, beans, lentils, dates 
and corn, are remarkable for their muscular strength. 

“The miners of South America, very temperate 
laborers, who never eat meat. carry on their shoul- 
ders burdens of 200 pounds, with which they 
climb 12 times a day on the average vertica) ladders 
262 feet high. 

“The lumbermen of the Haute-Baviere, whe live 
almost exclusively upon meal egoked with a little 
fat, without either eggs or cheese, do an enormous 
amount of work. On Sundays only they take a little 
meat. 

“The Turkish soldier is surprisingly frugal. He 
drinks only water or lemonade, and lives upon a diet

of rice and figs, scarcely ever touching flesh. [t is 
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well known that the vigor of the Turk is remarkable 
and his courage indisputable. The porters of Sa- 
lonica and Constantinople, who live upon the same 
diet, are proverbially strong; hence the saying, 
‘Strong as a Turk.’ 

“I might add that | have known persons—men, 
women, very intelligent—who became vegetarians 
on principle or for hygienic reasons, after having 
previously eaten flesh, as is the general case. They 
have assured me that they found themselves admira- 
bly sustained in health and strength. 

“Under the vegetarian diet, the tendency to many 
diseases disappears or diminishes. The disposition 
softens, the mind seems to be quieted, and per- 
haps rendered more acute.” 

Speaking of the effects of a vegetable diet upon 
the character of animals, this great-authority re- 
marks: “One cannot help remarking that carniv- 
orous animals are generally irritable and dangerous, 
and that the herbivorous, on the contrary, are easy 
to manage and to domesticate. The flesh diet, more 
or less exclusive, is, more than the race, a determin- 
ing factor of individual character, whether it shall 
be gentle or violent. 

“Tt is known that the white rats of our labora- 
tories, as long as they are nourished on bread or 
grain, can be easily tamed, while they become sav- 
age when they are nourished on flesh. The same 
observation has been made in relation to the horse 
and also the dog, though the latter is omnivorous. 

“Liebig has related that a bear maintained at the 
Museum of Giessen was very gentle and quiet .as 
long as it was nourished exclusively on bread and 
vegetables; but a few days on flesh diet: rendered 
the animal so vicious as to endanger the life of its 
trainer, who amused himself Sy periodically modify- 
ing the character of the animal by a change of diet. 

“The flesh diet, then. certainly influences the per- 
sonality. It renders a person More aggressive and 
headstrong. [I do not speak now of its evil influ- 
ence upon the general health, but merely of its influ- 
ence upon the moral qualities.”

Prof. Wright’s explanation takes it for granted 


that the basin in which the Egyptian army was en- 
guifed was some twenty-five or thirty feet lower 3000 
years ago than it is today. This is quite a geological 
change, but not at all unusual. There are places in 
the surface of the earth where vastly greater 
changes in the elevation have taken place within 
comparatively recent time. 

The depth of the sea when it returned to the 
scene of the engulfment need not to have been more 
than six or eight feet, and if the wind changed and 
blew from the west, -which it might reasonably be 
thought to have done, as much as ten, twelve or even 
fifteen feet of water might have rolled down upon 
the Egyptians.

EVERAL mysterious caves, concerning which 
there is much curiosity, will be explored next 
summer by the Oklahoma Geological Survey. 

The primary object will be to discover mineral, but 
the prospective adventure is the main allurement. 

The Mammoth Bat County, 
in the extreme northwest corner of the territory, is 
one of the first to be explored. Bat Cave is so named 
because it is the home of more bats, perhaps, than 
are associated in any other one place in the Un ted 
States. The cave has been known among pioneers 
from the earliest settlement, the bats being a phe- 
nomenon not easily overlooked. They fly out of the 
cave at dusk every evening, and return some time 
before daylight. Persons who have witnessed the'r 
outcoming declare that for three hours in the early 
evening there is an unbroken outpouring of bats. 

This is similar to the phenomena observed in 
Africa and other tropical countries, where vampire 
life is much more abundant than it is in the United 
States. There are caves in Africa which are so in- 
fested with bats that men cannot gain access to 
them. 

The blacks of the African interior always as<oci- 
ate the bat with evil, and explorers who have trav- 
eled in their country have sometimes escaped a horde 
of black pursuers by entering one of these bat 
The natives ne.er approach. It has 
recorded by white men who have had adventures 
there that all the negroes in Africa could be fright- 
ened into the sea if thev could within 
sound of a spook demonstration conducted at the 
entrance to one of these 

The millions of bats in the Oklahoma cave are the 
common bat with which everyone in the Mississippi 
Valley is familiar. They are wholly nocturnal, 
hanging around during the day in a state of coma. 
It is quite a sight to see great clusters of them 
hanging on the walls and ceilimg of a cave. Often- 
times they are so far from the entrance that 
do not often get outside, with the result that they 
hecome very white and almost of a color: with the 
rocks, instead of that burnt sienna common among 
bats which roost in trees and never go indoors. 

Persons who have visited the mouth of the Mam 
moth Bat_Cave are inclined to believe it to be one of 
the biggest caverns in the Territory, but this is no 
more than a surmiee. So far as known, no one has 
ever explored the place. Several efforts have been
